Lima, Si j>t. 7.—Five thousand per 
sons, at least halt' of whom came from 
a distance, some as far as Illinois and 
Philadelphia, were 
i hased Off 
the 
baseball park here this afternoon be­ 
fore the time for the boxinu bout be­ 
tw e e n Jack Dillon of Indianapolis and 
Yankee Gilbert of 
New 
York 
was 
scheduled to start. 
Com r a m C, Second regiment Ohio 
National Guard, did the chasing. On 
orders from A jt Gen. Hough, Sheriff 
Sherman Bley commanded Cel Albert 
E. Gale to assemble the militia The 
boxers and many of the promoters 
were not on the grounds when the 
militia arrived. 
With thirty six men of his com­ 
pany, the colonel 
marched 
to the 
ground, formed a long line in center 
field, fixed bayonet and proceeded to 
sweep everyone from the park. 
The militiamen then posted pick­ 
ets about the fences and took charge. 
The ring was torn down and scats 
carried from the field. 
The match betwen Gilbert and Dil­ 
lon was advertised as a boxing con­ 
test, and was held under the super­ 
vision of the American Athletic club, 
incorporated under the laws of the 
state.
